In the Alberta last year there were 
2,308 fires vausing a loss of $2,544,689 
as compared with 1,625 fires, with loss- 
es totalling $1,565,186 in 1942. 

We wil] hear a lot concerning the 
prevention of fires this week. To 
many of us the heedings will appear 
repetitious, How often have we been 
told to be careful in our smoking 
habits? How many times have we 
been cautioned about the necessity to 
keep heating apparatus in good” con- 
dition and at a safe distance from 
combustble materials? Can we count 
the number of times we have been 
warned aguinst the use of gasoline 
for cleaning clothes in the home or 
kerosene for ligi.ting or accelerating 
fires? How about the old bugbear 
“accumulation of rubbish? Do we 
continue to build fire traps in spite of 
other people’s experiences with con- 
struction of that type? As an cvi- 
dence that we still carry on “in the 
good old way” we may refer to the 
fact that there were 55,400 reported 
fives in Canada Jost year, 

Not only this week but for the next 
62 weeks let us resolve to pay heed 
to the warnings which have been 
founded. It was said during the war 
that fire was a major weapon. It 
gan be a ri.jcr weapon during peace 
‘time as well, How can this country 
mutter its eccromical footing if ovr 
citizens ‘by their garelessness, negli- 
gence and indifference continue this 
orgy of burning up the country’s re- 
eources to the tune of $50,000,000 
year? How can we hope to alleviate 
the housing shortage when we have 
over 40,000 fires a year in our homes? 
Serious as the food situation is, we 
“are aggravating it by fires which 
destroy, elevators, warehouses and 
barns. Remembering therefore that 
eternal vigilance is the price of safety 
let us apply the simple principles of 
fire prevention in our daily routine so 
that we may safeguard our lives and 
property from destruction by fire.

Protein Content 


Grain Commissioners Report 
Early Samples Of 1947 
Higher Than Last Year 


WINNIPEG.—The protein content 
of early run samples of this year’s 
wheat is 15.1 per cent. according to 
a report issued by the Board of Grain 
Commissioners Laboratory. This fig- 
ure is 1.3 per cent. points higher 
than the mean for last year, and al- 
most reaches the record high of 15.2 
per cent. obtained at about the same 
time in 1941, The mean protein con- 
tent -for Canadian hard red spring 
wheat over the last 20 years is 13.6 
per cent. 

The results are based on analyses 
of 1,395 samples grading No. 1 North- 
ern to No. 4 Special, drawn from al- 
most every section of Manitoba, 


north-eastern districts, 
southern part of Alberta. 
To date, over half of the samples 
tested are over 15 per cent. protein 
;and about a fifth of them are over 
{17 per cent. ‘It is likely, however, 
|that the average value will be reduc- 
}ed by at least 0.5 per cent, as more 
samples are received from low pro- 
{tein areas. The number of samples 
tested and the mean protein values 
for each province are:

man changed the whole shape of in« 
dian ways of existence, 

Morally, the Indians had high stand- 
ing. ‘heir system of ethics and code 
uf horor was almost Spartan in its 
recititude, They had developed cul- 
turally,, too, Speaking of the Black- 
fect of Alberta, Ven. Archdeacon 8, 
H, Middleton says: “Several of their 
stories, legends and myths have 
aa equal standing with the ancieat 
vlassics. It is a little startling to sew 
in the story of the Medicine Pipe a 
close parallel, to the classical myth 
Orpheus and Eurydice, In another of 
their stories is an incident which 
might have been taken bodily from 
the Odyssy.” 

Let us turn from considering the 
Indians as they were, their culture, 
economics, ethics and political organ- 
ization, to look at what the coming 
of the white man meant to them, 
When the first Spaniards came to 
America, human development on this 
continent was 6,000 years behind the 
Old ‘World, according to H. G. Wells, 
This anciént way of living was at- 
tacked by many new features: white 
trapper, competitive trading, effic- 
fency of modern weapons in war and 
the chase, natural catastrophies, and 
the operaton of animal population 
cycles for which the restricted areas 
of reserves did not allow enough 
room, Habits of the Indians were 
broken, and their cultura] and econ- 
omic patterns were destroyed. Old 
and noble familes lost prestige; whole 
tribes were degraded to pauperism 
when white hunters ruchlessly killed 
off the buffalo id deer. Entire 
forests fell before the woodsman’s axe. 

The British from the time of their 
first contact decided that Indian land 
should be taken over only by formal 
agreement. The Magna Charta of 
Canadian Indians is the proclamas 
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lands without his consent and the 
consent of the Crown, In 1931 the 
deputy superintendent of Indian af- 
fairs was able to say: “The sacredness 
of treaties and agreements with In- 
dians has been respected.” 

Only 63,288 Indians are receiving 
the treaty annuity but all other In- 
dians, with this exception , are given 
the same services and benefits, By 
the treaties, groups of Indians ceded 
to the Crown all their title and inter- 
est in the lands over which they form- 
erly roved and hunted, in exchange 
for the guarantee of residential re- 
serves, education, annual cash pay- 
ments, and other considerations. 

‘Administration is carried out by the 
Indian Affairs Branch of the Depart- 
tment of Mines and ‘Resources, except 
jn health matters which were trans- 
ferred in 1945 to the Department of 
National Health and Welfare, 


‘There are nearly a hundred Indian 
egencies looking after 600 bands «n 
2,000 reserves, The Indian Affairs 
Branch is charged with controlling 
education developing agriculture and 
other pursuits, administering Indian 
Jands, community funds and estates, 
and the general supervision of welfare. 
An important division of the work 
{s collection and expenditure of the 
trust fund, derived from the proceeds 
of sale or lease of lands, timber or 
minerals and various other sources. 
This fund amounting to about $17 
million, is spent as capital for public 
works and community equipment, 
while the interest is disbursed in cash 
distribution, medica] attendaence and 
relief, fovea 
| Health also demands attention, 
After their first collision with white 
men, Indians tended to sicken and 
degenerate physically, They left their 
tents and became shack and cabin 
dwellers, They knew nothing of the 
| sanitation needed foidclose-living per- 
jinanent communities. They forsook 
[their diet, ric in vitamins, and 
turned to bread and lard, They became 
easy prey to tuberculosis and de- 
ficiency diseases,
